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NIGERIA 
FTER THIRTY-TWO DAYS of blessed fellowship 
and wonderful services in South Africa,* I flew 
P.A.A. by way of Leopoldville and Accra, then 
flew in a W.A.A.C. converted freighter plane by way of 
Lagos and finally landed at the small airport at Port 
Harcourt in Nigeria, where I was met by Reverend Rex 
N. Green, overseer. We motored to his headquarters and 
home eighty-five miles away, where we were to stay the 
next four days. Though their home was made of mud 
over bamboo, with thatched roof, the setting was one of 
the most picturesque I had seen, for it was on a hillside 
and was surrounded by beautiful coconut palms and 
many other tropical trees. To say these were four enjoy- 
able days would be putting it mildly, indeed, for the 
kindness and consideration shown to me by Brother and 
Sister Green, the ministers, members, and friends of the 
Church of God in Nigeria have been excelled by no other 
people during my near six months of world travel. 
During my four busy days of stay, we had eight Spirit- 
anointed services—all of them during the daytime. We 
would drive to a church, get out of the car, ring the 
church bell, and in just a few minutes you would see 
people coming from every direction. Yes, they came to 
the call of the bell; some came to worship; some came to 
bring a present to the foreigner; and others came just 
to see a white man and to hear what he had to say. 
The people are very primitive in their customs of living. 
Most of the children of approximately ten years of age 
and younger wear absolutely no clothes. Many above this 
age wear nothing from the waist up, including young 
and old, male and female. Ancestral worship is strongly 
intrenched in the very fiber of their nature, and it has 
many mystical and magical ceremonies connected with 
it. They will respond, however, to the gospel of the grace 
of God despite the fact of embedded ancestral religion, 
for religious systems compounded by the finite minds of 
humanity stand no chance when honest comparison is 
made with the infinite and eternal claims of Jesus Christ, 
as presented by the infallible and irresistible Word of 
God. The field is ripe and ready for the reaping. Is there 
a skillful reaper ready to respond to the call of the lost 
in Nigeria? .

TUNISIA 


My LAST VISIT WAS to Tunisia by the way 
of Madrid and Algiers. The Church of God mission work 
here is in the hands of a young lady by the name of 
Margaret Gaines. Sister Gaines is doing a fine work as 
missionary because she has her heart and soul in the 
work of the Lord. At present the meetings are conducted 
in a room of her apartment, but in time they hope to 
move into a rented hall or to build a church. Sister 
Gaines has had a few outstanding converts which have 
added to her influence among the people. After one young 
Jewess was converted, she was threatened by her father 
and was severely persecuted. He came to the missionary’s 
home and threatened his daughter and Margaret with a 
gun, but she stood firm for the Lord. She was the junior 
tract champion of Tunisia before she was saved. At the 
last tract meet, the other young people refused to run 
because she was in the race, saying, “It is no use for us 
to enter the race if she does, because it’s impossible for 
any of us to beat her.” She ran by herself and broke 
the record that had been standing for eleven years. The 
first time they asked her to run after she was converted, 
she refused, even after the most persistent persuasion, 
by saying, “The only thing I want to win now is the heart 
of Jesus Christ.” I baptized her in the Mediterranean Sea 
at a place near the ruins of the old historical city of 
Carthage, and the feeling swept over me that there was 
more victory in baptizing this one young girl than in all 
the victories of mighty Carthage in the heights of her 
glory many centuries ago. The young Jewess came out 
of the water shouting, jumping, and praising the Lord. It 
is my earnest hope that the sound and sincerity of her 
praise shall reverberate to the glory of God and to the 
furtherance of the gospel of the great Church of God 
throughout all of Tunisia, this almost graceless land. 

The history of Margaret Gaines’ going to Tunisia is 
one of dedication and sacrifice. She knew what she want- 
ed and she went after it. She heard the voice of God, 
and even though the Missions Board could not send her, 
she went on her own anyway. However, she did not go at

rush to build more and to invent better ones. We seek 
to hold the line by arming other nations and feeding them 
and building their economic strength. We spend money 
for radio broadcasts and literature, urging the world to 
imitate the democracy and prosperity of America. Weap- 
ons, machinery, welfare programs, propaganda—free na- 
tions do not use them as does the Communist enemy, 
but if we trust in them, we, too, are materialists. If the 
Church’s weapons “are not carnal but spiritual,” then we 
must give our attention to something quite different. 


AGAIN THE CHURCH is asked to take sides 
in partisan politics. Some would have us trust the United 
Nations, pathetically hoping that the frail ropes of agree- 
ments will hold a fire-breathing dragon. Others insist 
that evangelical churches support isolationism, ignoring 
the fact that Moscow rejoices at the speeches of Ameri- 
can isolationists, since each will have violently anti- 
American answers in a dozen countries. There are pit- 
falls to the right and to the left, in national and local 
politics that are just as dangerous. When Christian de- 
bates Christian, how quickly rises the flush of what we 
call “righteous indignation.” Then Satan laughs, and 
amid our confusion we see Communism marching on, 
while at the same time Catholic dictatorships flourish, 
and materialism grows stronger in our own country. 

If this seems too black a picture, let’s remember that 
God’s Word calls these only the beginning of sorrows. We 
often say that we live in the last days, but our actions 
prove that we hope it isn’t so. The world has gone through 
many dark days. If only we could find just the right 
program of action, we think we might push the clock 
back a century or-.so and go on with business as usual. 

The Church is weak, because even now we don’t know 
that man is helpless to hold back the flood of evil. God 
says, “Put not your trust in princes” and “Cease ye from 
man” and “Cursed be the man that trusteth in man, and 
maketh flesh his arm, and whose heart departeth from 
the Lord.” If only we believed this, what a difference it 
would make. Then if we were asked, “What is the way 
to fight Communism?” we would answer, “We have no 
way but Christ.” 

If we knew our helplessness, we would ask God to 
search and to show us our sin and failure. He would 
have many of us compare our service to Him with the 
service any “good” Communist gives to the cause of dark- 
ness—night after night and week end after week end 
given to meetings or distributing literature, enduring rid- 
icule, risking loss of job, going to jail, and often being 
willing to give up life for the cause with no hope of any- 
thing beyond death. God would ask us again if it is too 
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much for us to give the world His message, “Turn ye, 
turn ye from your evil ways, for why will ye die?” 


‘THE LORD would remind most of us how we 
have spent money in these years of advancing Commu- 
nism. We can’t recover what has gone for trifles, and if 
this were possible, we could no longer spend it to bring 
the news of the love of Christ to those now engulfed-py 
the Communistic flood. We think we have done more 
than is required of us, yet how much care we have for 
our own comfort. But the Lord is merciful to those of 
contrite heart, and will show us how many others there 
are who may still hear the truth that will make them 
forever free. 

If we sincerely ask the Lord to search us, we must let 
Him talk to us about our attitude toward our fellow men. 
Neither our ideas of freedom nor our faith will attract 
those who see in us no real care for them as individ- 
uals. By far, the strongest appeal of Communism is to 
those—the majority of humanity—who feel they are de- 
spised because of race or nation. It is not enough if we 
as Christians have not persecuted them ourselves, for well 
they know how prejudice hides behind chilly courtesy. 
Only if we have loved them as our own can we be sure 
that their blood is not on our hands—and our many ex- 
planations will freeze on our lips when we stand before 
the Christ, who died for us and for them. 

Truly understanding our helplessness, we would be 
driven to pray. There are those who take prayer serious- 
ly, who come near to fulfilling the command to pray 
without ceasing, but they are not many. Even in public 
prayer our attention is most often on our own immediate 
needs. We feel it proper now and then to pray for re- 
vival, but are neither surprised nor greatly disturbed if 
our special meetings bring no great moving of the Spirit 
among believers and no spiritual awakening of the whole 
community—though nothing less could bring the Church 
to the place where God’s power could work through it. 
We are not ceaselessly praying that the Communist ene- 
my be restrained and that the gospel may reach those 
who still haven’t heard. Rarely do we remember to cry 
out for the Lord’s strong support of our brothers in Com- 
munist lands and that the Church there may grow dur- 
ing the nightmare of pressure against it. Satan has 
learned much since he failed to crush the Church through 
the persecutions of Nero, and he no longer gives a clear 
choice between denying Christ and a quick death—to be 
faithful under this new terror is possible only by a mira- 
cle of grace. May the Lord help us to see all that He 
would do through our prayers.

ARK OF GOD

1 Samuel 5:1, “And the Philistines took the ark of 


God, and brought it from Ebenezer unto Ashdod.” 


Israel. After God had given Moses instructions for 

the pattern of the tabernacle, the ark was the 
first vessel he was instructed to make. It was an oblong 
chest of shittim wood, two and a half cubits long, by one 
and a half cubits broad and deep. Within and without 
gold was overlaid on the wood to construct the chest. On 
the upper side or lid the mercy seat was placed, and on 
either side of the mercy seat a cherubim was fashioned, 
and these heavenly beings faced each other, overshadow- 
ing the mercy seat with their wings. It was at the mercy 
seat that God met the representative of His people and 
gave His commandments to Israel. The ark contained 
the tables of the law, the golden pot of manna, and 
Aaron’s rod that budded. Gold rings were put in the ark 
with staves in the rings so the priests could carry the ark 
on their shoulders. The ark rested in the holy of holies, 
inside the tabernacle. When the tabernacle was being 
transported, the ark was enveloped in the veil of the dis- 
mantled tabernacle in the curtain of badgers’ skins and 
in a blue cloth over all; therefore, it was not seen. 

The ark was the visible token of God’s presence. It 
went before the people in the wilderness wanderings, led 
them across Jordan on dry ground, and around the walls 
of Jericho. The people knew when the ark was in their 
midst—power and victory were theirs. Shiloh was the lo- 
cation of the house of God from the days of Joshua until 
Samuel. After Joshua set the tabernacle in Shiloh, year 
after year Israel went up there to offer sacrifices to God. 
Thus Shiloh became the religious center of the nation. 
Here Eli judged the people during his reign. 

Previous to the time of Moses, sacrifices were offered 
by the heads of families, but after the nation was or- 
ganized, the tribe of Levi was set apart to care for the 
tabernacle. One family of the Levites; namely, Aaron 
and his sons, was set apart to be priests. A special heredi- 
tary order of men was created, with solemn ceremony, 
for the service. The first-born in succession was high 
priest. His duties were to minister at the sacrifices and 
teach the law to the people. He received his livelihood by 
tithes, special offerii.zgs, and parts of certain sacrifices. 


be HE ARK OF the covenant was a sacred thing to 


ELI WAS A descendant of Aaron and he held 
the office of high priest, as well as judge. Eli himself 
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was a very good man. He had, no doubt, instructed his 
sons well, but when they grew up, they were wicked and 
profane men, sons of Belial, who regarded not the true 
and living God. They were priests by their birth—a sa- 
cred and honorable position—yet they lived a most out- 
rageous life; they managed the service of God as if He 
were one of the heathen gods; they profaned the offer- 
ings of the Lord and made gain to themselves; they were 
not content with their rightful portion of the meat of- 
ferings but stepped in to take what else they wanted. 
1 Samuel 2:17, “Wherefore the sin of the young men was 
very great before the Lord: for men abhorred the offer- 
ing of the Lord.” Nothing is more provoking to God than 
the profaning of sacred things and men serving their 
lusts with offerings of the Lord. Then to add further to 
their sins, Eli’s sons debauched the women who came to 
worship at the door of the tabernacle. No words can suf- 
ficiently express the rottenness of such practices. 

Eli was told of the wickedness of Hophni and Phinehas 
and he reproved them for this. 1 Samuel 2:24, 25, “Nay, 
my sons; for it is no good report that I hear: ye make 
the Lord’s people to transgress. If one man sin against- 
another, the judge shall judge him: but if a man sin 
against the Lord, who shall intreat for him? Notwith- 
standing they hearkened not unto the voice of their 
father, because the Lord would slay them.” It seems that 
Eli gave this rebuke in too mild a manner. Whether it 
was because he loved them or because he feared them, 
it was an evidence of his lack of zeal for the honor of 
God. 

God sent a prophet to Eli to reprove him and remind 
him of the great things He had done for the house of his 
fathers and his family. God reminded Eli of the wicked- 
ness of his sons and how he had bolstered them in it by 
not punishing their insolence. Eli was accused of honor- 
ing his sons above God, and because of this his house was 
to be cut off from the priesthood. 1 Samuel 2:34, 35, “And 
this shall be a sign unto thee, that shall come upon thy 
two sons, on Hophni and Phinehas; in one day they shall 
die both of them. And I will raise me up a faithful priest, 
that shall do according to that which is in mine heart 
and in my mind: and I will build him a sure house; 
and he shall walk before mine anointed for ever.” Thus 
we see they were stripped of their authority because they 
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failed to honor God. 

At this time Samuel ministered unto God before Eli. 
God called Samuel and gave him a message concerning 
the punishment of Eli’s household. Samuel told Eli all the 
words God had given him, and all Israel knew Samuel 
was established to be a prophet of the Lord. 


SOON AFTER THIS time, Israel went against 
the Philistines in battle. It was an attempt to throw off 
the yoke of oppression. In this battle Israel was routed 
by the Philistines, who slew four thousand of their men 
in the open country. When the troops returned to camp, 
the elders began to seek the cause for the defeat. The de- 
cision was that the cause lay in their failure to take the 
ark of the covenant with them, since the ark was a 
symbol of God’s presence. They seemed to have no 
thought that their own sins had caused the slaughter. 
They imagined that by bringing the ark into their camp 
they could oblige God to appear for them the next time. 
It is common for those who have estranged themselves 
from the vitals of religion to have admiration for the ex- 
ternal forms and rituals, especially in times of trouble. 
So the people sent to Shiloh for the ark of God. Instead 
of detaining the ark, Eli sent his ungodly sons along with 
it. How could they expect it to bring a blessing when 
carried by men under the curse of God? The corrupt 
state of the priesthood was to blame for this national 
failure and disgrace. The lusts of the flesh are sure to 
prevail when the soul gets out of communion with God. 
The enemy always prevailed on Israel when she was in a 
backslidden condition. 

There was great joy in the camp of Israel when the 
ark reached there. The Israelites, sure of victory, gave a 
triumphant shout even before the battle. It matters not 
how great the external performance is, if the heart is 
not right with God. God is not under obligation to that 
person out of fellowship with Him. When the Philistines 
heard the noise of the shout in the Hebrew camp and 
learned the ark of God had been brought, they were 
afraid. The name of the God of Israel was formidable 
even to those who worshiped other gods. The Philistines 
said, “Woe unto us! who shall deliver us out of the hand 
of these mighty Gods? these are the Gods that smote 
the Egyptians with all the plagues in the wilderness.” 
The commanders inspired the soldiers to be brave and 
courageous so they would not become slaves to these Is- 
raelites. The battle was a fierce one, and Israel lost to the 
enemy. 1 Samuel 4:10, 11, “And the Philistines fought, 
and Israel was smitten, and they fled every man into 
his tent: and there was a very great slaughter; for there 
fell of Israel thirty thousand footmen. And the ark of 
God was taken; and the two sons of Eli, Hophni and 
Phinehas, were slain.” Thus was fulfilled the Word of 
God concerning these ungodly men. When men leave 
the way of duty, they shut themselves out of God’s pro- 
tection. External privileges will secure nothing, if the in- 
ward man is not in harmony with God. On the other 
hand, while the jubilant Philistines were bearing away 
the ark, little did they know that they were bringing 
the judgment of God on themselves. 

Tidings of the defeat were brought to Shiloh by a mes- 
senger, who ran into the city and told the sad news. 
The people’s hearts trembled and all the city cried out. 
Eli sat upon a seat by the wayside, for his heart trem- 
bled for the ark of God. When he heard the uproar, he 
inquired what it meant. He was told the results of the 
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battle—that his sons were killed and the ark captured. 
The news struck terror to Eli’s heart, and he fell from 
off his seat, breaking his neck and dying without saying 
another word. So ended the life of the judge and high 
priest of Israel. 


WHEN NEWS of the capture of the ark 
reached Phinehas’ wife, she was so overcome with grief 
that she died in childbirth. 1 Samuel 4:20, 21, “And about 
the time of her-death the women that stood by her said 
unto her, Fear not; for thou hast born a son. But she 
answered not, neither did she regard it. And she named 
the child Ichabod, saying, The glory is departed from Is- 
rael: because the ark of God was taken, and because of 
her father-in-law and her husband.” 

It is a sad thing in any person’s life when he loses the 
sacred presence of God. Sin breaks fellowship with God. 
The heart is never more deceitful than when it counts 
things seen and temporal above those things that are 
eternal. It is a bad bargain to sell the spiritual for the 
natural. God has provided a way for man’s salvation. 
The world deserved condemnation, but God so loved the 
world He sent His Son to redeem the world. All that man 
can contribute to the salvation of the world, apart from 
the gift of God, can never redeem the soul from sin and 
death. Nothing else will substitute for Him. The wealth of 
Christ’s sufferings and death is to the finite mind an 
unsearchable mystery. The character of the kingdom of 
God cannot be changed to suit the sinful nature of man; 
therefore, man must be transformed if he would dwell 
in the kingdom of God. 

The Philistines brought the ark of God to Ashdod. They 
were pleased to be possessors of the ark now, but before 
the battle they had been afraid of it. They carried it into 
the city and placed the ark in the temple beside Dagan, 
their god. They might have done this as a sacred thing, 
intending to pay religious respect to the ark as well as to 
Dagan. Then they might have placed the ark there as a 
trophy of victory in honor of Dagan. Whatever their rea- 
son, it was not pleasing to God to be compared to an idol. 
The next morning the Philistines looked and Dagan was 
fallen upon his face to the earth before the ark of God. 
God shows He is above all other gods. The priests, 
finding their idol on the ground, made haste to set him 
in his place again. How could they have attributed their 
victory to Dagan when he could not himself stand before 
the ark? Resolving to keep Dagan, they set him in his 
place again. The next morning Dagan was again pros- 
trate on his face before the ark. This time the head of 
Dagan and both his hands were cut off upon the thres- 
hold—only the stump of Dagan was left. He proved a 
very impotent and unworthy god, utterly destitute of 
power. This proof of the ark’s victory over Dagan should 
have convinced the Philistines of their folly in worship- 
ing such a useless thing, but instead of despising the idol, 
they were ready to worship the threshold because it was 
the place he was beheaded. They vowed not to tread on 
the threshold of Dagan unto this day. 

Then God laid a heavy hand upon the people of Ash- 
dod, smiting them with emerods and killing some. Thus 
they were constrained to acknowledge God’s power; and, 
yet, they would not renounce their god. The men of Ash- 
dod, resolving to get rid of the ark of God, agreed to carry 
it to Gath. After the ark was placed there, the hand of 
God struck this town, also. All the men, both small and 
great, were plagued with emerods. Therefore, they sent 
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the ark to Ekron. At Ekron the people cried out to the 
lords of the Philistines to send the ark away from them, 
for the hand of God was great in destruction throughout 
all the city. 


For SEVEN MONTHS the ark of God re- 
mained in the land of the Philistines. After suffering 
many things during this time on account of the ark, the 
Philistines summoned their priests and magicians saying, 
“What shall we do with the ark of God?” These priests 
and diviners urged the people to send the ark back to 
the land of Israel with a trespass offering. Whatever the 
gods of other nations were, they knew the God of Israel 
was a jealous God. They knew God was strict in His 
demands for sin offerings and trespass offerings from 
His own people, so they could not expect to be healed any 
other way. They were directed to make images of the 
sores with which they had been afflicted and of the mice 
that marred the land. They were also instructed to make 
a new cart for the ark and to take two milk cows, on 





to Beth-shemesh, a city eight or ten miles off, never 
turning to the fields to feed themselves, nor turning 
back home to feed their calves was a wonderful in- 
stance of the power of God over brute creatures. 

“And the cart came into the field of Joshua, a Beth- 
shemite, and stood there, where there was a great stone: 
and they clave the wood of the cart, and offered the 
kine a burnt-offering unto the Lord. And the Levites 
took down the ark of the Lord, and the coffer that was 
with it, wherein the jewels of gold were, and put them 
on a great stone: and the men of Beth-shemesh offered 
burnt offerings and sacrificed sacrifices the same day 
unto the Lord. And when the five lords of the Philistines 
had seen it, they returned to Ekron the same day,” 1 
Samuel 6:14-16. The lords of the Philistines returned 
home much affected, we may be sure, by what they 
had seen of the glory of God and the zeal of the Is- 
raelites; yet, they were still willing to keep their own 
gods. 

Many people today are convinced of the righteousness 
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which there had come no yoke, to bear the cart:‘on its 
journey back to Israel. These cows, unused to drawing 
and with small calves, were not to be led. They must 
take their own way. If these cows were to go up to the 
land of Israel instead of home to their calves, they would 
believe that God had sent the plagues. But, if the cows 
turned home, which was perfectly natural for them to 
do, the Philistines would not believe it was God who af- 
flicted them. 

The instructions were carried out; 1 Samuel 6:10-12, 
“And the men did so; and took two milch kine, and tied 
them to the cart, and shut up their calves at home: And 
they laid the ark of the Lord upon the cart and the coffer 
with the mice of gold and the images of their emerods. 
And the kine took the straight way to the way of Beth- 
shemesh, and went along the highway, lowing as they 
went, and turned not aside to the right hand or to the 
left; and the lords of the Philistines went after them 
unto the border of Beth-shemesh.” That cattle unaccus- 
tomed to the yoke should draw so orderly and go straight 
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and power of God, but they still cling to the worldly life, 
not willing to give up the momentary things of this 
world. God has continually called the sinner to repen- 
tance. He has declared an end to the day of His grace 
and has promised swift destruction upon those who re- 
peatedly refuse His call. The greatest possession a person 
may own is a personal experience of salvation from sin. 
Jesus came to give us the abundant life. There is no real 
joy and peace apart from Him. The soul is the part of 
man that will live on throughout eternity. One can be 
an heir to a great inheritance, become separated from 
the family, and go through life without receiving that 
which belongs to him by birth. Likewise, one can wander 
in sin, reject the Spirit’s call, and come to the end of life 
on earth without having received the gift of eternal life, 
which would have been his by accepting it. The course 
we choose, the way we take here, determines where the 
soul will spend eternity after its departure from this 
earth. Each individual person must make that choice. 
Where will you spend eternity?

variance with the Board, but to work in complete har- 
mony with its program. It shall not be forgotten soon 
what she said when I asked her if she were looking for- 
ward to a furlough home. Her passionate reply, with tears 
in her eyes and on her cheeks, was, “Brother Horton, 
I’m the happiest I have ever been in my life. While in 
America I never knew what it meant to be lost complete- 
ly in Jesus Christ and His glorious commission and to 
have such joy in serving and working for Him. I have 
absolutely no desire to return to America.” This touching 
testimony blessed my own heart and soul and made a 
prayer well up inside to God for Him to lay His loving 
hand upon other young people to make the complete 
surrender and walk in the Christ-marked paths of serv- 
ice and sacrifice. God grant it soon, for time is running 
out when we shall all, the saved and the unsaved, be 
ushered out of the realm of time into the never-ending 
realm of eternity. 


‘THUS ENDS THE around-the-world trip that 
took me into thirty-three countries over a period of five 
and one-half months. The 152 services attended, which 
would be over one a day, not counting traveling time; the 
nearly 50,000 miles traveled by plane and approximately 
20,000 miles by bus, train, boat, rickshaw, cart, camel, 
sled, and foot; the time spent discussing problems rela- 
tive to the progress of the Church; meeting plane sched- 
ules and government regulations; and many other things 
that presented themselves on a trip of this nature left 
little time for relaxation and rest. It was a busy trip 
but a blessed one. A hard one but a happy one. It was not 
a sight-seeing trip, but I saw many unusual and unfor- 
gettable sights. Many thanks go to all our missionaries, 
ministers, and friends for their many kindnesses shown 
to me in every place, to the Missions Board for making 
the trip possible, to the great host of brothers and sisters 
who earnestly prayed for my safety, and last but most 
important, “Thanks be unto God for His loving-kindness 
and tender mercies and for His marvelous, wonderful 
grace extended under all circumstances and conditions.’ 

I have not played up the few sacrifices made; such as, 
the times of sleeping on bamboo beds with absolutely 
no mattress or sleeping on army cots, sometimes the 
roof of my dwelling being the canopy of heaven; getting 
almost no sleep because of bedbugs and mosquitos or try- 
ing to get a little sleep on planes, crowded trains, buses, 
and even in railroad stations; going four nights with 
practically no sleep; the difficulty of eating the many 
unknown and strange foods, yes, very strange when 
thinking it was something you were hoping all the time 
that you were wrong; eating hot food that felt as if it 
almost set your throat on fire; eating two half-done 
sunny-side-up eggs with a tablespoon and no bread and 
about thirty people watching; eating sand and insects 
along with bad tasting and poorly cooked food; eating 
many things your stomach rebelled against and couldn’t 
blame it at all; of having to pray through the entire 
meal to be able to keep the food down; desiring certain 
foods and desserts unobtainable; being away from fam- 
ily, loved ones, friends, and the many wonderful advan- 
tages and privileges of good old U.S.A.; difficulties in 
meeting the demands of each country concerning pass- 
port, visa, customs, health, etc.; leaving a hot climate 
and going into a cold one and vice versa; being stared at 
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until you felt embarrassed; being so crowded in some 
countries that you could get a good breath hardly any- 
where you went; being in storms while riding planes; 
carrying burdens because of observing things unmen- 
tionable; meeting difficulties and inconveniences of the 
language barriers; having the shock of a large bomb 
exploding in a railroad station just as we were entering; 
the feeling of political and religious tension in many of 
the countries visited; of being rudely treated on a few 
occasions; seeing many evils presented, particularly in a 
few countries; and always guarding against being cheat- 
ed and resisting the several attempts. 

Time would fail me to write of all things experienced 
on this nearly six months’ around-the-world trip, but it 
is with deep pleasure and genuine satisfaction that I can 
report that I received more joy than sorrow, more time 
of spiritual strength than physical weakness, multiplied 
more heartfelt blessings than hindrances and hardships, 
ate more good food than bad; received more hospitality 
and kindness than hostility and criticism, slept on more 
soft, clean beds than soiled, hard ones; received the very 
best treatment from the government officials and our 
missionaries; and received much more earnest and ef- 
fectual encouragement than discourtesies and disap- 
pointments. 

My faith in our Church of God missions program has 
been strengthened, my vision enlarged, my burden in- 
tensified, and my love for the world’s lost greatly multi- 
plied. It is my earnest hope that the services rendered, 
sermons preached, pictures taken, and information ac- 
quired will all redound to the glory of our God and the 
salvation of many lost souls around the world. May 
eternity in its ever-unfolding revelations reveal that this 
trip was not in vain.

Yet, just as the whole law could be 
summed up in the necessity to love 
God, so can all these and many other 
needs of the Church in this hour of 
crisis. If we do not see Christ and 
love Him more than any comfort, any 
ambition, any person, then He said 
we are not worthy to be His disciples. 
If we are not His disciples, we certain- 
ly cannot expect to have power to 
withstand manifestations of Satan’s 
power. 

Some will feel this is too high a 
goal to set the Church and demand 
to know what else we can do mean- 
while—what legislation we should 
sponsor, what resolutions we should 
pass, what literature we should issue 
to fight Communism while we wait 
for Christians to turn to the Lord, who 
bought them by His blood. But God 
has no stop-gap, no quicker way. If 
it is impossible to bring Christians to 
real spiritual awakening, what chance 
have we with our pitiful plans to hold 


the many millions who have never 
known Christ from the path to catas- 
trophe? 

When the great armies of Moab and 
Ammon, along with their allies, came 
against Judah, Jehoshaphat led the 
people to turn to the Lord, and prayed, 
“O our God, wilt thou not judge them? 
for we have no might against this 
great company that cometh against us; 
neither know we what to do: but our 
re are upon thee.” Had they thought 
that they should rely on their own 
army and walls of defense with only 
an assist from the Lord, they would 
never have received His message of 
assurance, “Be not afraid nor dis- 
mayed by reason of this great multi- 
tude; for the battle is not your’s, but 
God’s.”

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ADVENTIST LEADER WARNS 
OF END OF WORLD 

SAN FRANCISCO (EP) Setting the 
theme of the forty-seventh quadren- 
nial general conference of _ the 
Seventh-day Adventist Church, Elder 
William H. Branson, Washington, D.C., 
declared here, “The world has almost 
reached the end of its history .. .” 
Elder Branson, 67-year-old president 
of Seventh-day Adventists, in a speech 
delivered to some 8,500 delegates and 
visitors assembled in San Francisco 
Civic Auditorium, said, “The time of 
Christ’s second coming is at hand. We 
a expect Him to come without 
further delay ... We must now live in 
a state of constant expectancy—ready 
and watching for the event.” 

Urging Adventists to redouble their 
evangelistic efforts in the time that 
remains, Elder Branson referred again 
to the nearness of the second coming 
and declared, “We must believe it, 
preach it, and be constantly ready for 
it.” He said there has been a 29 per 
cent gain in church membership since 
the last quadrennial convention in 
1950, with the total world adult mem- 
a now at a high point of 924,822. 
He noted that some 2,000 new church 
buildings have been built in the last 
four years to house increased congre- 
gations. The Adventist world president 
said the greatest percentage member- 
ship gain took place in the South 
Pacific area—up to 331 per cent. Afri- 
ca counted membership up to 74 per 
cent and the Far East an increase of 
42 per cent. 


PALSIED BABY BORN EVERY 
FIFTY-THREE MINUTES 

LOS ANGELES (EP) One newborn 
baby in the United States is brain 
et every fifty-three minutes by 
cerebral palsy. Three out of four cases 
of the disease are caused by lack of 
oxygen in the brain before or at the 
time of birth, General Hospital inves- 
tigators disclosed. The most important 
cause of the affliction was explained 
by Dr. Cyril B. Courville, in charge 
of brain research laboratories at Gen- 
eral Hospital and head of neurology 
at the College of Medical Evangelists. 
“The crux of most cases,” he asserted, 
“is lack of oxygen. This handicap is 
really a paralytic state resulting from 
damage to the motor centers of the 
brain. This often is caused by partial 
asphyxiation. Lack of oxygen was 
found to result in a gradual loss of 
nerve cells in the brain. Many of the 
cells disappeared entirely, some after 
as long a period as three years. 

“There is little doubt that heavy 
doses of drugs in childbirth are worse 
for the brain of the child than for 
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that of the mother. So, we now favor 
anesthesia only as a help in reducing 
birth pains.” There are some 550,000 
chronic cases of cerebral palsy in the 
United States. About 10,000 new cases 
are born annually—664 in Los Angeles 
County. The less frequent causes of 
the disease may involve heavy smok- 
ing and addiction to alcohol-by preg- 
nant mothers, some doctors agree. The 
mother may help to asphyxiate her 
own child. 


METHODISTS CALL FOR 20,000 
YOUNG PEOPLE 

LOS ANGELES (EP) The Methodist 
Church within four years will need 
20,000 young people for Christian min- 
istries at home and overseas, accord- 
ing to the Rev. Richard G. Belcher, 
secretary of its interboard committee 
on Christian vocations. About 5,000 of 
these are being sought this year. Of 
the total, the Church will need, he 
said, 6,000 ministers; 12,000 doctors, 
nurses, technicians, and social work- 
ers; 1,000 educators; and 1,600 for 
missionary service at home and 
abroad. 


CRUCIFIXION RATED ONLY 
FOURTH IN IMPORTANCE 

NEW YORK (EP) To publicize a new 
history book, Publishers Grosset & 
Dunlap asked a panel of twenty-eight 
historians, educators, and journalists 
(including Authors Stuart Chase and 
Raymond Moley, Journalists Ernest K. 
Lindley and Virginius Dabney) to rate 
the one hundred most significant 
events in history. First place: 
Columbus’ discovery of America. 
Second: Gutenberg’s development of 
movable type. Eleven events tied for 
third place. Tied for fourth place: U.S. 
Constitution takes effect; ether makes 
surgery painless; X-ray discovered;

than 1,400 clergymen of the Protes- 
tant, Roman Catholic, and Jewish 
faiths who serve American troops 
wherever they may be stationed. 

_ The military chaplaincy is a_pecu- 
liarly American institution. Dating 
back to General Washington’s call for 
clergymen in the days of the Revolu- 
tion, and the emergence of the United 
States as an independent nation, the 
chaplaincy is based on two of our 
most cherishéd beliefs: freedom of 


worship, and the brotherhood of mafi 
under the fatherhood of God. As the 
Army represents a cross section of the 
American people in religious prefer- 
ences as in other characteristics, so 
the Chaplaincy symbolizes the diver- 
sity that gives strength to the nation. 
During World War II, the 8,896 chap- 
lains who served on active duty rep- 
resented more than 50 different de- 
ncminations. 

Attendance at religious services is 
entirely voluntary in the Army. Regu- 
lar sabbath and special holiday serv- 
ices are always scheduled, and the 
chaplain is always available for con- 
sultation and religious instruction. 
The rest is up to the individual soldier. 
The Army’s religious program includes 
all the activities found in a civilian 
community from choirs and Bible 
study groups to Daily Vacation Bible 
Schools for the children of soldiers 
living on the post. In general it may 
be said that, normally there is no need 
for any soldier to discontinue in the 
Army any of the religious and related 
church activities in which he partici- 
pated as a civilian. In many instances, 
I believe some of our personnel find 
that they have more frequent—and 
profitable—contact with the clergy in 
the Army than they did in civilian 
life. Every chaplain is required by 
Army Regulations to “insure that the 
religious and moral needs of all mili- 
tary and civilian personnel of the 
command and their dependents are 
adequately met.” In addition to their 
religious responsibilities, chaplains 
visit enlisted men’s mess halls and 
recreation rooms. They participate in 
social activities and strive to have 
daily contact with the personnel of 
their command outside of the chapel 
as well as at services. Chaplains are 
required by regulation to “serve as 
friends and counselors to all members 
of the command to which they are 
assigned.” 

The chaplain also plays a major 
role in the Army’s Character Guid- 
ance program which is designed to 
inculcate high principles of morality 
and patriotism. 

The chaplain is a _ thoroughly 
trained clergyman since none is eli- 
gible for duty with the Army unless 
he is approved by his own church. He 
is also a soldier. He stays with his 
troops, whether they are at the rifle 
range in training camp or in a mud- 
dy foxhole at the battle front. During 
the Korean campaign, seven chap- 
lains were killed in action; three died 
while detained by the enemy, and one 
is missing and presumed dead. In that 
campaign, 411 chaplains received 508 
decorations for heroism and excep- 
tional service. 

America can well be proud of her 
military chaplains. Serving side by 
side with quiet heroism and high de- 
votion to duty, these clergymen of 
various faiths are a shining example 
of brotherhood in action. Although 
they have reached the reatest 
heights of heroism and sacrifice in 
times of war, these chaplains, like the 
churches and the civilian congrega- 
tions they represent, work and pray 
that this Nation under God shall lead 
the world into a new era of peace and 
security for all mankind.
